Sen. Edmund Muskie, the present front-runner 
for the Democratic nomination for president, may 
have gone and done it. 

. That's the sort of a queasy feeling that recurs in 
light of his recent comment about a Negro on the 
national presidential ticket. 


Sen. Muskie is reported to have said that in his 
opinion, a ticket with a Negro running for vice 
president was not electable at this time. 

His comment, it seems to me, is a legitimate if 
arguable analysis, coming as it does from a man 
who just three years ago conducted a nation-wide 
campaign for vice president himself, and since 
election day has been criss-crossing the country, 
talking with voters and politicians at all levels, 
building his own base for a swing at the top job in 
1972. 

But the feeling persists that Mr. Muskie'’s 
remark, for all its objectivity and candor, may well 
be around te haunt him. 

The reaction was immediate in some corners, 
Rep John Conyers of Detroit, a fellow Democrat 

and a Negro, used it to buttress his strategy that no 
matter who gets nominated by the major parties, 
Negroes better have a presidential ticket of their 
own.

voters, pointed out that in his view Muskie was 
wrong, and that if Mr. Agnew were not to be in- 
cluded on the Nixon ticket next year, that Sen. 
Edward Brooke of Massachusetts, a Republican 
and the only Negro in the Senate, would add great 
strength to a Nixon ticket. 

Others have reacted—and wil) continue to react to 
Muskie’s analysis as the months unroll. 


But what did Sen. Muskie actually say? I wasn’t 
present, of course, and press reports tend to become 
a little garbled as they roll through such in- 
terpreters as Rep. Conyers and Sen. Griffin and 
others. 


It appears that Sen. Muskie gave voice to what, in 
his mind, was a fair analysis—that at this point in 
our country’s history, a Negro running for either 
president or vice president could not get elected, 
because he (or she) is a Negro. 


A lot of people would agree with that analysis, and 
many who agree would aisa iament—as Muskie 
did—that doubts cast a sorry shadow on the fabric 
of American society's state of mind at the present. 


From a political standpoint, it appears that Sen. 
Muskie should not have said what he said, even if he 
believes it. It does not help him in his quest for both 
political and popular suppori for the presidency; 
indeed, it may well harm him in ways he does not 
even imagine yet.

Last 
summer’s brood counts revealed that the birds’ populations 
are substantially higher than a year ago in several areas, 
including Berrien, Van Buren, St. Joseph, and Cass counties. 
Also having an important bearing on this season’s improved 
pheasant picture are Hillsdale, Lenawee, and Monrae coun- 
ties. Ringneck numbers have held up at comparatively nigh 
levels in Ottawa County, southern Michigan’s stronghold 
for pheasant production. In the central area of the birds’ 
main southern tange, pheasant densities are much the same 
as last year except in Ingham County where they are con- 
siderably higher. The birds have shown another downturn 
in the Thumb Area except in Bay County where they have 
increased over 1970. Elsewhere in southern Michigan, 
tingneck numbers stack up closely with lase year's levels. 
They remain low in the marginal sector of their range which 
includes Gladwin, Isabella, Mecosta, Midland, and Newaygo 
counties,
